COUNCIL tax, parking charges and 
leisure facility fees were frozen last 
Thursday 

The Southend Council budget will 
see the authority try to save £7.3 mil¬ 
lion by negotiating existing con¬ 
tracts, redesign services reorganise 
teams and streamline systems at 
Civic Hall, in Victoria Avenue. 

The authority has also promised it 
will continue to deliver quality front 
line services. 

Councillor Nigel Holdcroft, leader 


of the council, said financial deci¬ 
sions are becoming harder and hard¬ 
er to make, as the challenges of aus¬ 
terity measures bite ever deeper and 
the levels of government funding 
reduce. 

He said: “We are constantly trying 
to balance the needs of the most vul¬ 
nerable whilst doing everything we 
can to preserve essential services - 
where we have a growing demand. 

“This is the ninth year running 
where we have had to deliver signif¬ 
icant savings. 

“Our latest budget means we have 
achieved a total of £79 million sav¬ 


ings during those nine years - the 
equivalent of a 129.6 per cent coun¬ 
cil tax hike. 

“We have been able to safeguard 
core front line services by continual¬ 
ly reviewing and reassessing how 
these are delivered. 

“Even now we have delivered a 
budget which does not decimate our 
core services and will have little 
adverse effect on our residents, but 
does include new investment in our 
priority areas which is only possible 
because of our good housekeeping 
skills.” 

Within the budget money has also 


been set aside for improvements to 
an Airport Business Park and regen¬ 
erating Victoria Avenue. 

Mr Holdcroft said: “We have 
achieved a developmental budget in 
austere times. 

“In doing so we would also like to 
reassure residents the we have taken 
great care to maintain modest bor¬ 
rowing levels. 

“These are just 1.8 per cent of our 
relevant income. 

“To put it simply it is equivalent to 
a family on an income of £30,000 
per annum having a mortgage of £45 
per month.”

End the sale 
of foie-gras 

I expect readers will be sur¬ 
prised to hear that something 
that would be illegal to produce 
in Britain is freely on sale 
across the country, and is very 
likely on sale near them right 
now. 

That product is foie-gras. 
Anyone trying to produce it 
here would be liable to end up 
in court on animal cruelty 
charges, but nothing yet con¬ 
trols its importation into this 
country. 

Foie-gras is the grossly 
enlarged liver of a duck or 
goose and is essentially a dis¬ 
ease, marketed as a delicacy. 
Birds raised for this 'gourmet' 
cruelty are force-fed enormous 
quantities of food through a 
long metal pipe, often three 
times a day. This process of 
deliberate and painful overfeed¬ 
ing continues for up to a month 
by which time the birds' livers 
have swelled to ten times their 
normal size. Every year in 
France, around a million ducks 
die during this period of force- 
feeding. 

You also have to ask yourself 
what is the point of sovereign 
welfare laws when something 
such as foie-gras can be import¬ 
ed freely into Britain? That is 


why we are asking the 
Government to get tough on 
animal cruelty by calling for an 
import ban. 

Local people also have the 
power to end the sale of foie- 
gras by not visiting establish¬ 
ments which sell it.

I F YOU are looking for something differ¬ 
ent at a local theatre then check out the 
fantastic production of Viva la Drag! and 
the chance to see psychic medium, Tony 
Stockwell.

The Grand Budapest Hotel (15, 
100 mins) 


W HEN Wes Anderson is 

good, he's very good - dare 
I say it, brilliant - and when 
he's occasionally off-key, the Texan 
writer-director still puts other film¬ 
makers in the shade. 

The Grand Budapest Hotel is a 
tour-de-force of invention and cre¬ 
ativity that leaves no narrative stone 
unturned in its quest for laughs and 
heartfelt emotion. 

Anderson is in sparkling form, trac¬ 
ing the history of the titular estab¬ 
lishment from 1932 to the present 
day through the eyes of two lovers, 
who become embroiled in a mad¬ 
cap crime caper involving a stolen 
painting. 

It's a brilliantly bonkers ensemble

ries quirky production design with 
eccentric characters and wry 
humour, yet still manages to find a 
nub of humanity in every outlandish 
situation. 

Anderson marshals an incredible 
cast including regular collaborators 
Owen Wilson, Jason Schwartzman 
and Bill Murray, plus he teases out 
an uproarious and energetic perfor¬ 
mance from Ralph Fiennes as the 
suave protagonist at the centre of 
the mystery. The British actor's 
comic timing is impeccable. 
Nightmares conjured by his portray¬ 
als of Amon Goeth in Schindler's 
List or Voldemort in the Harry Potter 
saga are banished forever. 

A neat framing device introduces 
Zero Moustafa (Tony Tevolori), who 
secures a coveted position as lobby 
boy at one of eastern Europe's cele¬ 
brated establishments, the Grand 
Budapest Hotel in the Republic of 
Zubrowka. 

Zero works under legendary 
concierge Gustave H (Fiennes), who 
the lobby boy fondly remembers as 
"the most liberally perfumed man 
I've ever met". 

Clients, especially older women, 
are putty in Gustave's well-mani¬ 
cured hands and he lavishes them 
with affection, including ageing 
matriarch Madame D (Tilda 
Swinton). 

When she perishes in suspicious 
circumstances and leaves a price¬ 
less Renaissance painting entitled 
Boy With Apple to Gustave in her 


will, grief-stricken relatives including 
Madame's greedy son Dmitri (Adrien 
Brody) plot the concierge's downfall. 

The finger of suspicion for 
Madame D's demise points at 
Gustave and he goes on the run 
with wily police chief Henckels 
(Edward Norton) and Dmitri's sadis¬ 
tic henchman (Willem Dafoe) in hot 
pursuit. 

With the continent changing at 
frightening speed, Gustave and 
accomplice Zero attempt to outwit 
their pursuers and prove the 
concierge's innocence, aided by a 
pretty baker's assistant called 
Agatha (Saoirse Ronan). 

The Grand Budapest Hotel offers 
audiences a luxurious five-star stay 
inside Anderson's vision. 

Every frame is beautifully crafted, 
set to a jaunty score by composer 
Alexandre Desplat. 

If Fiennes is a revelation in a rare 
comedic role, supporting perfor¬ 
mances are equally memorable 
including Swinton's cranky grand 
dame and Jeff Goldblum's ill-fated 
lawyer. 

Bookmarked into five chapters, the 
narrative twists and turns at delirious 
speed. 

"The plot thickens, so they say. 
Why? Is it a soup metaphor?" won¬ 
ders Gustave aloud as the truth 
about Madame D's death comes 
into focus - and we lap up every 
sublime soupy metaphor with gusto.

W HEN Arthur Charles Wilkin created 
his first Tiptree preserves during the 
reign of Queen Victoria he could 
never have envisaged that almost 130 years 
later the company's produce would be sold 
in more than 60 countries. 

But that is exactly what has happened to 
the now famous Essex preserve which has 
continued to impress consumers, including 
royalty, since an Australian merchant bought 
every last pot of its first jam in 1885. 

The story of producers, Wilkin & Sons, and 
its Tiptree preserves can be found in a lovely 
little museum in the village they were named 
after, alongside a wonderful tea room and 
shop. 

The Tiptree Tea Room and Visitor Centre is 
located in the grounds of Wilkin & Sons' jam 
factory and its museum offers a glimpse of 
some of descendent John Wilkin's collection 
on everything to do with the company's his¬ 
tory and that of the village and, of course, 
jam-making itself. 

Press the strawberry button as you enter 
and hear a short audio introduction from 
John Wilkin or 'Mr John', as he was known, 
who collected the paraphernalia of preserve 
making and Essex village life you see in the 
museum. 

For years he carefully stored away pho¬ 
tographs, documents and redundant 
machines in corners of the preserve factory, 
before asking to display them in a private 
room in 1985 to mark the company's cente¬ 
nary celebrations. 


His wife, Daphne, tirelessly recorded every 
item and created notices telling visitors 
about the history of the jam-making busi¬ 
ness and the village itself. 

As you walk around the museum - now 
housed in the restored farm building where 
the early preserves were made - you can 
find out about the early days of the busi¬ 
ness, originally called the Britannia Fruit 
Preserving Company. 

By 1901 the company had more than 
8,000 customers and more than 600 acres 
of land planted with unusual fruits including 
gooseberries, cherries, damsons, quinces, 
crab apples, plums and loganberries, and by 
1911 the then renamed Wilkin & Sons 
Limited was awarded a Royal Warrant from 
King George V. 

During the First World war 8,000 boxes of 
its jam were sent to the front to boost 
morale and on the home front the crew of a 
Zeppelin airship threw equipment over the 
factory site in a bid to gain height before 
crashing. 

The factory was almost struck by a force 
of another kind - a labour shortage during 
the Second World War - but managed to 
survive and flourish again, gaining a Royal 
Warrant from the Queen for the supply of 
jam and marmalade in 1954. 


The Queen, who unveiled a plague at the 
visitor centre in 2010 to mark 125 years of 
jam-making at Tiptree, went on to extend 
the Royal Warrant to cover the whole range 
of Tiptree products. 

There's also a 10 minute video on the far 
side of the museum that gives you an idea 
of what actually goes into jam-making and 
why the Tiptree products are so special, and 
if you fancy a taste then take a seat in the 
adjoining tea room where you can enjoy 


everything from home-made scones with 
special Tiptree Strawberry Conserve and 
fresh cream to the almost-forgotten delight 
of a simple jam sandwich. 

Alternatively, have a wander around the visi¬ 
tor centre's shop, where you can pick up jars 
and even miniature sample jars from Wilkin & 
Sons extensive selection of produce.

T HE trend for SUV-style motoring with all 
the advantages of a hatchback is 
driving forward some excellent designs. 
Vehicles like the Skoda Yeti and Nissan 
Juke have proved the point without question 
and there is now a new kid on the block that 
takes the game a step further. 

The Chevrolet Trax is available in three 
engine options with the choice of-all-wheel- 
drive or front-wheel-drive models. 

Aimed at the family motorist who wants to 
put a trendy new spin on everyday motoring, 
the Trax is a breath of fresh air because is 
offers a lot for a very reasonable price. 

It comes in two trim levels and features a 
high driving position with plenty of room for 
five and their luggage. 

As a General Motors product it is hardly 
surprising that it has a Vauxhall relative in the 
UK and that is the Mokka, but the Trax has 
a distinctively different look featuring the 
famous Chevy family grille. 

The frontal treatment imparts an almost 
funky look and this combined with its tall 
stance can generate admiring glances. 

The engine range for this Chevy includes a 
1.4-litre turbocharged petrol, a 1.6-litre 
petrol plus a 1.7-litre turbodiesel. 

I drove the most economical option, the 
1.7 turbo diesel in front-wheel-drive form, 
equipped with a six-speed manual 
gearbox. This gives a combined mpg figure 
of 62.7 which is excellent for a vehicle of this 
type. A C02 emissions figure of 120g/km is 
also well within expectations. 

The model is exceptionally well equipped 
for its price of £18,945 and the list of good¬ 
ies even extends to a rear socket to plug in 
a laptop or other devices. This is really an 


urban SUV. If you want all-wheel-drive it will 
cost around £1,500 extra, but this version of 
the Trax gets along well without it. The more 
upmarket LT trim has a colour touch screen, 
18-inch alloys, parking camera and more. 

On the road the Trax is competent enough 


and corners well for a tallish vehicle. But the 
ride was too hard for my taste, although 
never it fell short of acceptable.

SOUTHEND United produced a 
decent performance against lowly 
Wycombe Wanderers but were denied 
three priceless points after a bizarre 
own goal from keeper Daniel Bentley. 

Blues went into the game without a 
win in eight, but despite the frustrat¬ 
ing run of results, manager Phil 
Brown used his programme notes to 
convey his belief that it was only a 
matter of time before Southend 
returned to winning ways. 

Brown had also been busy in the 
loan market, bringing in Sunderland 
youngster John Egan to cover the trou¬ 
blesome defensive area. 

Meanwhile, Wanderers arrived at 
Roots Hall off the back of impressive 
victories over Chesterfield and Exeter 
City but still precariously placed just 
above the relegation zone. 

There was a somewhat subdued 
atmosphere around the stadium as the 
teams coughed, sputtered and general¬ 
ly displayed an untidiness in their play 
during the opening minutes. 

Southend were first to threaten. 
Barry Corr harassed the visitors’ 
backline and Kevan Hurst reacted 
first to volley just over the bar, soon 
after Hurst was causing problems 
again. This time the Blues winger 
forced Wycombe keeper Matt 
Ingram to fist clear his dangerous 
centre under pressure from Corr. 

Blues were generally in charge of 
proceedings, but Wanderers’ Steven 
Craig should have done better, snatch¬ 
ing at a chance and firing well wide 
after a melee around the penalty area. 

That aside, it was Southend who 
continued to press and they were 
starting to look something like the 
side who were challenging at the 
summit only a few games ago. 

Anthony Straker headed disap¬ 
pointingly into Ingram’s gloves from 
Hurst’s pinpoint centre, then the 
Wycombe keeper made a terrific 
save to rebuff Ryan Leonard’s low

drive after the Blues midfielder had 
surged forward from Daniel Bent¬ 
ley’s precise throw out. 

Minutes later, Corr was again 
unlucky, this time the big Irishman 
was unable to direct Straker’s centre 
beyond Ingram. 

Wycombe made a brief foray into 
Southend territory, and almost snatched 
a shock lead as Bentley was forced to 
palm away Anthony Stewart’s thumping 
header from Max Kretzschmar’s comer. 
But as the half drew to a close, it was 
Southend who believed they’d broken 
the deadlock. Corr rose to head Coker’s 
free-kick beyond a stranded Ingram, 
only to see the assistants’ flag cut short 
the celebrations. 

The second period saw the teams 
exchange early opportunities. Ingram 
punched clear as Corr lurked, while 
Southend skipper John White had to 
be alert, heading clear Sam Wood’s 
troublesome dead ball. 

But once again, it was the Blues who 
settled the quicker. Straker was unable 
to direct his header past Ingram fol¬ 
lowing Hurst’s trickery, then the for¬ 
mer Crystal Palace man was frustrat¬ 
ed again by Ingram’s agility. 

But just after the hour, Southend’s 
dominance paid off, and it was no real 
surprise who delivered the all-impor¬ 
tant finish. Barry Corr had been a 
thorn in Wycombe’s side all after¬ 


noon. He directed Hurst’s corner 
beyond Ingram and into the net, much 
to the relief of the home crowd. 

Buoyed by their breakthrough, 
Southend went in search of a second. 
Ingram once again was forced to thump 
away after Coker had delivered, then 
Michael Timlin wasn’t far away with a 
delicate chip from outside the box. 

However, despite the home sides’ 
dominance, there was a cloud of doubt 
hanging over Roots Hall, after the 
Blues had failed to capitalise, there 
was a frustratingly inevitability about 
what would come next. Wycombe had 
rarely threatened but when substitute 
Paris Cowan-Hall thumped a rasping 
effort off the cross bar, Blues players 
and supporters could only look on in 
disbelief as the ball rebounded off the 
extended Daniel Bentley and agonis¬ 
ingly back into the net. 

Wanderers could scarcely believe it, 
lifted by their stroke of fortune, they 
pushed forward in search of a winner. 
Cowan-Hall and Jo Kuffour combined 
well down the right but nobody was on 
hand to benefit from their graft, then 
Kuffour found former Blues loanee 
Dean Morgan, but Bentley was alive 
to the situation, turning his effort away. 

Soon after, Morgan went even closer, 
his thundering effort beat Bentley but 
came back off the outside of the post. 

Southend created a couple of late

opportunities, but both Jack Payne 
and Ryan Leonard were wayward. 

Blues boss Phil Brown was a frus¬ 
trated man at full time, believing only 
one side wanted all three points. 

He said: “I spoke to the fourth offi¬ 
cial about 30 minutes in because of the 
time they were taking over everything.” 

And he added: “We upped the ante 
at the start of the second-half and got 
the goal to take the lead which was 
absolutely deserved. But there wasn’t 
enough time between our goal and 
theirs for us to stamp our authority.” 

When asked about the visitors’ 
equaliser, Brown said: “Daniel Bentley 
is despondent in the changing room but 
there was nothing he could do. 

“It does really sum up our luck at 
the moment but we’ve just got to 
work hard to get through this spell.” 

Southend United will look to end 
their wretched run of Sky Bet 
League Two results next Saturday 
when they visit the Globe Arena to 
take on Morecambe, kick-off 3pm.
